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In the current issue of the organ of the London Society for Promoting 
Christianity amongst the Jews, a statement is puolished of the estimates of in- 
come and expenditure for the current year. After lamenting that the Society— 


_ only one of half a dozen with similar objects—commenced its financial year with 


a balance on the wrong side of £3,601, the writer says: “ We require nearly 
£40,000 this year to set us free.” The normalincome is £35,090 per annum. — It 
is shocking to contemplate this shameful waste of money—mostly asked for in 
God’s name, by ministers of God, in places dedicated to His worship—whilst 
there is so much really good work to be done among the heathen in “ Outcast 
London "alone. ‘ What is the chaff tothe wheat, saith the Lord.” 


The unhappy Jews of Demnat in Morocco, whose pitiable story we have 
related in recent issues, have succeeded in obtaining relief from the oppression 
to which they have been subjected by their inhumane Governor who has been 
dismissed from his post and imprisoned. The publicity which they had given to 
their treatment by the despatch of adeputation to Tangier, was seized by this petty 
despot as a fresh handle for extortions and barbarous practices. The venerable Chief 
Rabbi, as we have already stated, was put in irons and exposed bareheaded to the 
scorching rays of an August sun, because he refused to draw up false decds of 
indebtedness in favour of the Governor against the Jews in that town. Another 
Rabbi was brutally flogged and subsequently dragged through the muddy thorough- 
fares, whilst the families of those Jews who procecded to Tangier had to 
submit to the most revolting exactions, and: many heads of families have fled 
from the town. Ourably edited contemporary at Tangier, the Réveil du Marve, 
Which warmly took up the matter, says that the details of the outrages 
appear so Inhuman, that it would hesitate to eive them credit were they not 
confirmed by most trustworthy witnesses and official reports. The punishment 
of the Governor isdue tothe Italian Minister, Signor Seovasso, to whose kindly 
interest in favour of the Jews we have repeatedly referred.

THE HAND IN HAND AND WIDOWS’ HOME. INSTITUTIONS. 

The Scheme for the amalgamation of the HWand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home 
Asylums has been finally approved by the Charity Commissioners and was sealed on 
the Sth ult. The Scheme provides that the two charities shall be ‘consolidate? and 
managed by one governing body. The future title of the charity will be the 
“ Tfand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home Institution.” The objects remain substantially 
the same—to provide a home for respectable persons of the Jewish religion, 60 years 
of age, who have been resident in England for seven years, ‘The firs’ Committee will 
consist of the present Honorary Officers of the two charities, and eizht memopers of 
cach Committee. The rest of the Scheme provides for the management of the amalga- 
mated charity in the usual way. Power is given to the Comnuttee to apply to the 
Charity Commissioners for their advice and opinion on any matter arising out of 
the provisions of the Scheme, and their opinion and advice is. to be binding upon 
all persons affected by the question so decided. The future Committee will have the 
usnal power to deal with the funds of the institution, but the real estate is vested 
in the “ Official Trustee of Charity Lands.” Copies of the Scheme he at the two 
institutions for public persual.

THE JEWS OF DURBAN, NATAL, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—Having settled for some time in Durban, and having made the acquaint- 
ce of the leading men of the Durban Jewish Congregation, all in business here, 
ng -as very glad to find so much attachment to our religious doctrines and Mosaic 
~ Ag an example of what could be done by a handful of right-minded men, let 
me tell you the short story of the development of the Jewish congregation in 
Durban. To form a congregation in Durban was not an easy step, taking into con- 
sideration the small number of our brethren residing here, More praise 1s due to 
the courageous gentlemen, whose names should flourish in the annals of J udaism. 
The Jewish inhabitants of Durban, feeling the necessity to perform their reli. 
‘ous rites in accordance with the Jewish law, and to pray in common, called a meet- 
ing on the 19th August, 1883, and passed a resolution to form a Jewish congregation 
in Durban. In conformity with the resolution passed, Messrs, H. Heller, I, Granger, 


D, Jacobs, with B. Lipinsky as Chairman, and M. HI, Emanuel, Honorary Secretary, 


formed themselves into a committee to collect funds by annual subscriptions towards 
the support of a synagogue and maintenance of minister, embracing the offices of 
Hizan, Shochet, Mohel, and teacher of Hebrew, | 

From the subscription list, which I forward on printed specimen, you will 
judge yourself how warmly our coreligionists have answered the laudable call of 
the Committee, | 

Io this time of religious indifferentism, when you meet Jews who prefer to call 
themselves Agnostics, and many other names, only to escape to ba known as Jews, 
the case of the Durban Jews is a very refreshing one, and augurs a prosperous future 
the community. 

They have bought a building, formerly a Wesleyan Methodist chapel, now con- 
verted into a synagogue, where the religious services are held regular! y on Sabbaths 
and holidays. The synagogue: serves, too, as a school for Jewish children, instructed 
in Hebrew by the Rev. Mr. Weinstock. The Jewish congregation is presided over 
by Mr. B. Lipinsky, a respected merchant in Diarban; the Marriage Officer and 
Treasurer is Mr, M. H. Emanuel, who has one of the best jeweller’s businesses in 
Natal. |

THE RECENT MEETING OF THE EMPERORS. 

We understand from a reliable source, that during the conferences of the Em- 
perorsof Austria, Germany and Russia, recently held at Skiernevice, his Austrian 
Majesty directed the attention of his brother sovereigns to the injurious effects of the 
bitter hatred which existed among the followers of different religious creeds. Their 
Imperial Majesties were unanimons in their intention to do all in their power to allay 
these hostile feelings. After this conclusion had been arrived at, the Emperor of 
Austria told his Foreign Minister, Count Kalnoky, by whom he was accompanied; 
that energetic measures would have to be taken in the event of a revival of the anti- 
Jewish agitation in his dominions, His Majesty, as we stated last week, gave ex- 


pression to his opinions on this subject in the Royal Speech at the opening of the 
Hungarian Diet, | 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
The Criminal Court at Pressburg (Hungary) on the 2nd inst. sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment varying from twelve to three months, forty persons who 
were accused of taking part in the anti-Jewish disturbances at Grossmagendorf. 
The Baroness von Kénigswarter has erected on property belonging to her hus- 
band at Schebetow, in Moravia, an asylum for children, which was inaugurated the 
other day in the presence of a large and representative gathering, The building has 
cost the Baroness nearly 150,000 florins. “ | 
Thé town of Czegled in Hungary has been the scene of a plot, the object of 
which was to bring the “ blood accusation ” once more on the /apis, Herr Moritz 
Hirsch], a Jewish dealerin spices, received one day an anonymous note inviting him to 
follow a lad who would call upon him later on and conduct him toa place where 
he could purchase very cheaply a litre of Christian blood, He was urged to bring 
a Shochet with him, and only to come at night. Herr Hirschl at first looked upon 
the affair as a hoax, but when the boy actually did make his appearance, he promptly 
sent for a Commissary of Police. Accompanied by this official and two policemen, 
Herr Hirschl proceeded to a house indicated by the lad, where they found a woman 
named Lydia Molnar, lying on a bed, almost unconscious, with blood pouring from 
one of her veins into a basin. A doctor was at once called in and stopped the 


bleeding. When the woman had recovered, she was interrogated and confessed that 


she herself had opened a vein in order to sell blood to a Jew,so that she might 
prove that the Jews did make use of Christian blood. Had _ her plan succecded, she 
would have gone to Buda-Pesth in order to make a formal charge against the Jews. 


Ibis believed that she was a tool in the hands of some anti-Semites, but the belief 


has not yet been verified. The incident has caused considerable sensation in the 
neighbourhood, The momentary disappearance of a Christian child in Pesth on the 
Eve of the Day of Atonement gave rise to the charge that it had been killed by Jews 
in order that they might drink its blood, Six persons have been arrested. 

Professor Rohling, the notorious Jew-hater and advocate of the‘ blood accusa- 
tion.’ has been definitely removed by the Government from his Chair at the Univer- 
sity of Prague, ‘ He will shortly quit that city. 

Councillor of State Professor Hermann von Zeiszl, dicd in Vienna on the 24th 
ult , at the age of 68.

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ss FORD SHAFTESBURY ON THE JEWs. | DISTURBANCE OF THE NORWICH SYNAGOGUE BY A 


In an interview with Lord Shaftesbury at Wemyss Castle, the pic- 
turesque residence of Mr. John Burns on the Clyde, the following views of his 
Lordship were expressed to. the representative of the Glasgow Evening News :— 

Lord Shaftesbury said that he was sorry to hear that unscrupulous persons had 


heen endeavouring to collect money in aid of the Jewish colony in Cyprus, That 
colony is now practically non-existent | It was formed, you may remember, about 
two years ago, at the time of the horrible Russian persecution of the Jews, and it 
was hoped that the scheme would at once provide a number of destitute families 
with permanent homes in an orderly country, and be of assistance in colonising the 
most lately acquired of British possessions in Europe. I am sorry to say it failed 
‘utterly. We placed about forty-five families on land acquired from the British 
Government, and we gave them all facilities for winning their bread by agriculture. 
That they might feel quite at home, and rest secure against any attempts to prose- 
lytise, we gave them the service of a rabbi, and, and, at considerable trouble, I per- 
sonally obtained for them a roll of the Law, without which they could not have 
formed a congregation. 

“Why did the colony fail ) repeated Lord Shaftesbury. Well, there 
were many causes at work, Notwithstanding the fact that there is ample 
land in Cyprus for ten times the present population, the new settlers were 
looked on with great jealousy and disfavour by the Cypriotes. Every attempt was 
made to annoy and discourage them, _Nor did they receive any hearty backing from 
the British Government. The authorities were desperately afraid that they might 
be hampered with a pauper settlement, and when some of the families left, they 
absolutely refused to allow us to replace them, and prohibited the landing of Jews 
in Cyprus. The colonists were very unfortunate in several matters at the outset, 
The rains of the season were unprecedented. Thé land chosen, also, was sterile, 
and, while rain was plentiful, water was scarce, The colonists, too, were rendered 
discontented by the action of the English Jews, who feared an attempt to convert 
their brethren, and were against the settlement from the first. Yes, itis true, as 
you say, that besides those assistant causes, there was another, which was the real 
reason of failure, Jews.are essentially a mercantile poople, en- 
gage by y reference in occupations of buying and selling and lending, and winn they 
do follow trades, they are usually those in which the art of bargaining is quite as 
important as the art of manufacturing. Yet, before sending these people to Cyprus, 
we saw them all in England, and questioned them as to their willingness and ability 
to lead an agricultural life. Still, when they got there, it was soon found that 
many of them were unsuited for, and others were unwilling to engage in, severe 
manual labour. This dislike was perhapsaggravated by the severicy of their early 
trials. Thus, on landing, they had to engage in the severe labour of building 
houses and digging wells, and for this they were not weil fitted. The badness of 
the soil, although it was afterwards exchanged, was at first very discouraginy, No, 
I cannot say they were much afilicted by sickness, although we sent a medical su- 
perintendent with them in case of need. Gradually the various families drifted 
away, Some went of their own effort, others helped by money sent by the English 


Jews. and some were assisted by us to go at their own request. There are only re- : 


maining four or five families out of 45, and these it is intended to remove so soon as 
arrangements can be made. 

“ Where did they goto!’ continued Lord Shaftesbury, in answer to a ques- 
tion, Mostly they settled down in various of the Mediterranean seaport towns. No, 
none of them went to Palestine. Indeed, they could not, even if they had so willed. 
By an Imperial Firman of the Sultan noJew is permitted to enter Palestine, save by 
special permission, and under guarantees which could not have been provided in 
these cases. In truth, the Jews in Palestine are not creditable to their countrymen 
abroad, In Jerusalem they are really a degraded class, living on the charity of the 
richer Continental Hebrews, 1 am told, indeed, that the Sultan's Firman is highly 
approved of by the European Jews, and that they are tired of supporting tho-e de- 
venerate scions of the race who are bred in the Holy Land. 

There is no doubt, as you say, continued Lord Shaftesbury, that there must 
have beea something wrong in the dealings of the Jews with the Russian peasantry 
to excite so violent a hatred to them, ‘That they exacted an enormous interest for 
money lent, is certain. Still, forthis they have a plausible excuse, They say the 
law is so uncertain, especially when invoked in their favour, that they are bound in 
very self-defence to demand a great profit to cover the risk of loss. You are quite 
right—this to the representative-.-the facts of history are but repeated in the recent 
persecution of the Jews. Wherever you find a half-savage, uneducated people. 
Whose dull wits permit their financial affairs to fall into the hands of an acute, 
keen, and unwarlike alien race, mischief has arisen and will arise, But it is not 


only in Russia that the Jews are hardly dealt with, although in no country of | 


modern times have they been so brutally maltreated. 


In Roumania within the last few months there has been published an edict: 


which practically deprives the Roumanian Jews of their means of livelihood, The edict 
prohibits any person from pursuing the avocation of atravelling pedlar or merchant, 
and as it is in this very occupation that most of the Jews earn their living, it practi- 
cally orders them to starve or leave the country. The edict is not nominally di- 
rected against the Jews; and when the British Government remonstrated concerning 
it, they were promptly met with the answer that the edict was purely municipal, 
and applied equally to natives andaliens, Asa matter of fact, the peddling trade, 


if we may so call it, is entirely in the hands of the Jews, and to many of these the | 


decree is ore of banishment. 
lam quite satisfied, said Lord Shaftesbury, that we made a mistake in attempting 

to found a Jewish colony. We should have given each family assistance to tide 
them over their then needs, after which they should have been left very much to 
their own devices, All Jews have a wonderful capacity for pushing their way in 
_ the world, and if we had left them to choose their own ways of earning their live- 

lihood, here or elzewhere, there is little doubt they would have done so success- 
fully, and at much less cost to us. 
This extract from the Pall Mall Gaxtte which you show me is very interesitng, 
but I cannot say much about it. I had mo hand im sending any Jews to America, 
and while I would be very glad indeed to believe that 19,000 out of the 20,000 sent 
to the United States.at the time have been @mecessful in making their way there, I 
Can Only say that the figures are very large. I notice that your extract says that

A renegade Jew named Bergman, from Palestine Place, had the audacity to 
attend synagogue here on Yom Kippur and attempt to raise a controversy when 
he took exception to the service several times among those who sat near him. 
Although every courtesy was shown him, and a prayer book and talith offered, 
which he returned with the remark that “they would make him no holier,” the 
fellow addressed a conversionist meeting the same evening on the “ shameful 


way” he had been treated at’ four synagogues in London, and in Norwich that 


morning—a tissue of falsehoods from beginning to end. The following letter 
from an independent witness of Bergman’s conduct throughout appears in this 
week’s Norwich Arqus: 

- * It is well that we should occasionally clear our minds of cant and look facts 
fairly and fully in the face. Asa Christian and a Protestant, I gladly welcome 
converts to what I believe to be the true religion of mankind, come they whence 
they may ; but at the same time I would like to set it down in my confession of 
faith that I am ready to allow Hebrews, Roman Catholics, Salvationists, and even 
people of less enlightened persuasions, full liberty to worship Divinity after their 
own minds, It is this respect for the religious prejudices of others that leads me 
to refer to the utterances of Mr. Marcus S. Bergman, in the Victoria Hall on Monday 
evening, during the course of a meeting held in aid of the Christian Mission among 
the Jews. Mr. Bergman, who is described in the report of this assembly as a 


‘ Hebrew Christian of the London City Mission,’ recounted instances of ‘ great oppo- 


sition * which he had encountered among. the Jews in London. Tle had, he said, 
been ‘ ejected ’ from four synagogues successively, and in the ‘fifth he was eyed with 
looks expressive of hatred, and was assailed with words which showed that he was 
regarded with anything but love.’ I don’t know anything of the truth of these 
statements, and am unable to decide whether the ejectments spoken of were furious 
orformal, Mr. Bergman may have been taken by the coat collar and trousers tops 
and sent tlying horizontally from the synagogue into the street, or he may have been 
politely but firmly requested to depart in peace. IT myself should have been inclined 
to kick him out, just as J}owould the Jew who persisted in selecting English churches 
- Methodist chapels as the proper places in which to pursue his paid proselytising 
abours, 


* Convert the Jews if you can, by all means, Mr. Bergman ; but, if you have 


the least grain of Christian consideration in your composition, don’t invade their 


sanctuaries for that purpose, Tamtold that on Monday last, which is a day set 
speclally apart. for the devotional exercises of the ‘ chosen people.’ you entered the 
Norwich Synagogue and made yourself most unpleasantly conspicuous among the 
worshippers, You even endeavoured to desecrate their temple on that holy day of 
theirs by commencing a controversy in it. Yet you were treated with the greatest 
kindness by those whose ranks-.you had left. When I say this was very much more 
than you deserved I believe ] am expressing the general opinion of my readers. 
Faugh! T cannot too strougly mark my deep detestation of your humbug and brutal

THE JEWS OF GALECIA. 

A large portion of the hundreds of thousands of Jews who reside in Galicia 
(Austrian-Poland), the home par erce//ence of the Chissidim, have in the past been 
notorious for their superstitious ignorance, and for their lamentable opposition tothe 
acquisition of secular knowledge.  Injurious and disgraceful as such a stateof things 
was formerly it is still more sonow, when the rapid strides towards culture made by 
the Jews on all sides, and the revival of anti-Jewish sentiments are taken into con- 
sideration, The miserable Chedaran are often the only places where instraction of 
any kind is given ; and even in those Chedarin where “ profane” subjects are taught, 
and this is not the case withall, such teaching is of the most elementary, and some- 


times, too, of the most misleading description, 


The Alliance Israélite in Vienna, an institution totally independent of its 
namesake in Paris, with which it is, however, in harmonious relations, has for 
some time past given this serious matter its earnest consideration, and has determined 
to initiate energetic measures for grappling with the evil. That the task upon 
which the Viennese Alliance has set itself is of no light character may be gathered 
from the fact that the Jewish population of Galicia is estimated at 688,000, or about 
115 Jews to every 10,000 inhabitants. As a preliminary step, the Alliance, some 
time ago, delegated its Secretary, Dr. Friedlander, to proceed to Galicia, with the 
view of studying the question on the spot. Dr, Friedlinder has sub- 
mitted to his Committee a detailed report, on the basis of which the follow- 
ing resolutions have been adopted by the Alliance, as the most efficacious 
means for improving the educational status of the Galician Jews. 
tions are: To establish Jewish schools in those places where none have hitherto 
existed, or to grant subsidies to existing schools which are unable to maintain 


themselves without extraneous help ; to supply efficient teachers, the want of whom 


is naturally greatly felt in Galicia ; and to arouse in Jewish young men an inclination 
in favour of agricultural pursuits and handicrafts, Owing to the magnitude of 
this work, and the large outlays that will be required to carry it out, the Vienna 


Alliance has further determined to seek the co-operation of the other great Jewish 


societies in Europe, who will be asked to offer material help to the movement. 


These resolu-. 


It issurprising that the Government has not long since put a stop to the scandal — 


which the Alliance now seeks to remedy, by adopting a stringent policy with 
regard to the Chedarim; but it is a very singular coincidence, to say the 
least, that, now a Jewish society is stirring in the matter, the Galician Diet and 
Government should have given its attention to the subject. One of the members of 
that Diet, Herr Romanowicz, acting as Reporter to a Commission, urged 
the Government that it should close all those Chedarim. without exception, which 
did not conform to the requirements laid down for special schools ; that it should 
advise the Jews to establish schools on the Frébel system, which should be directed 
by teachers who had studied in a Training College for Teachers, and that in public 
schools, where the Jewish pupils predominated, they should be taught, in addition 
to the general subjects, the Hebrew language, and should also receive Jewish reli- 
gious instruction. In reply to this interpellation, the Government announced that 
it had already been decided to divide the Chedarim into two categeories ; viz.. those 
where secular instruction was, and those where it was not taught, Children fre- 
quenting the former would be obliged to attend the public schools for their secular 
education, A strict supervision would also be kept over the Chedarim by the 
Government of the province. Official statistics, however, show that the number of 
Chedarim has diminished from 1,200 in 1880, to 1,056 in 1883,

Itis thus obviously politic not to raise discussion with “ outsiders ” too preci- 
pitately, or without clear and absolute necessity. But the case is quite 
different with discussion inside our own ranks, 
which Jews, and especially those of the rising generation, need instruction, 
that every means should be taken to supply it. And obviously among these 
stand out foremost the causes which make Jews, to a certain extent, spirita - 
ally separate from their neighbours. | 


The facilities which the sermon afiords for. giving such instruction are 


| clearly great. The sermon has now happily become an institution among 


us. Amid much which can only be followed with vague feelings of reverence 


and respect, the sermon forms that part of the service which appeals to all — 
| In too many cases distinctly homiletic. tone is given to- these discourses ; 


instead of preaching to, many Jewish clergymen make use of the sermon to 
preach aé their audience. If this were only the case now and then no harm 
would result, indeed, some good might be anticipated ; but the too frequent 
recurrence of the didactic tone necessarily produces a feeling of opposition 
between speaker and hearers which undermines the whole intluence of the 
preacher, 

Yet there are surely large fields of research and instruction open to the 
Jewish preacher, which he can utilise in such a manner as both to interest and 


ij4struct his congregation. In earlier days there existed in every circle some 


laymen widely instructed in the reasons for Jewish law and custom. These 
are becoming rarer every day, and we have to look to the Jewish clergyman 
to supply their place. The history of the Jewish sermon shows us that such 
‘Mormation was the main subject of the earliest Derashoth, and it would be 
Well if the old custom were revived. Later on the requisite knowledge was 


‘There are so many points on 


more widely spread among the audience, and the Maggid could appeal to a 


common basis of Talmudic lore, which it was the business of the preacher to 
display and enliven. 


The older type of sermons was adapted to an older state of things. The 
Maggid was a direct outcome of the Ghetto. He had with his audience the 
common bond of faith, and to a large extent of common language ; but he 
was not necessarily of the same country. Maggidim travelled about from 
country to country, and depended for a precarious livelihood on the hospi- 
tality of their successive hosts. This was possible when Jews had more in- 


their native land. Under these circumstances, it was quite unnecessary to 
deal from the pulpit with the points of religious difference which, as a matter 
of fact, never came to be matters of dispute because the opposing parties 
never came sufficiently near one another to enter into dispute. Even 
if there liad been sufticient interest on the part of the congregation, any 
defence of Judaism would have been regarded as an attack on the dominant 
religion, and would have been attended with pliysical danger both to the 
preacher and congregation. 

All this state of things has passed away for ever, We have to deal 
with an entirely different order of things. The preacher cannot assume any 
intimate knowledge of Talmudie lore among his hearers. It is too much to 
be feared that he would even find a lack of adequate Biblical knowledge among 
them. But he is addressing a body of men who mix on equal terms with their 
Christian fellow-citizens. It is inevitable that in moments of familiar 
discourse, the conversation will turm on the relation of Judaism and Chris- 
tianity. And on such occasions the Jew will inevitably be flooded by crowds 
of texts which are supposed to * prove” Christianity. He has nowhere to 
turn to for meansof meeting such attacks unless they are provided by the 
Jewish preacher, And it is a clear funetion of the modern minister 
to supply these means of defence, : 

Hitherto this part of a minister’s duty has been almost entirely over- 
looked amongst us. Dr. Herwann Apier,a few years ago, deyoted a series 
of sermons to a careful consideration of the so-called “ Christological ” 
passages of the Old Testament. They fully deserved publication, and were 
published ; the avidity with which they were bought testified to their utility, 
but, at the same time, caused them to go out of print. Dr. Bexiscn’s valuable 
series of articles, published in this: journal, are now equally inaccessible. 
There is thus nowadays no source whence an English Jew ean find the means 
of defending his religion from insidious attacks. Prof. Manks's sermons 
will fill this gap for a while, but the spoken word has much greater influence 
than the written argument, and his volume may be regarded rather as a model 
for further efforts than as a final solution of the difficulty which we are 
discussing. | | 

We donot advocate a'tacks on Christianity, we are urging the need 
for defence of Judaism. Defence not defiance should be the preacher's aim, 
he should forge weapons of defence, ‘These weapons being intended 
for use, they might be addressed to a wider audience than that 
afforded by a single congregation. In special cases lectures of the kind 
might be puolished, and thus combine the advantages of delivery and 
perusal, It is, of course, not desirable that such publication be left to the 
choice of every new-fledged preacher. What Dr. Hermann Apter or Prof, 
“Marks may do on their own judgment, may not be done by every young 


we are convinced of the necessity for such sermons, and for their publication 


in special cases. 


And while the general principle should be observed to confine such 


polemical sermons to defensive tactics, yet it is impossible to even- 


defence to one’s own country. It may be allowed, for instance, to protest 
against the calm assumption of most Christian apologists, that all the virtues 
are specifically Christian, It is clearly en régle in a polemical discussion to 
point how few of Jesus’ sayings have any. claim. to originality, In defending 
the ceremonial side of Judaism it is surely allowable to point out the evil 
effects of too exclusive reliance on the intellectual or metaphysical elements of 
religion. The days are long passed when Jews, as at Rome, were obliged to 
sit out sermons by Christian preachers, without option of reply or voluntary 
absence, I*reedom of opinion involves a duty and gives a right. It 
is the duty of Jews to render what they consider the truth accessible to all 
men, And it is obviously by the mouths and pens of our most able and 
respected ministers that we may best expect this duty to be performed,

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THE LATE MORITZ GERSON MELCHIOR. 


| — 


Shortly after the New Year 5645 had been ushered in, viz., on Friday, Sep- 
tember 19th, at half-past ten o’clock inthe evening, death snatched away one of 
Denmark’s noblest sons, one of Copenhagen’s most honoured citizens, and one of 
the greatest ornaments of the Danish Jewish community, perhaps the most influ- 
ential Jew of the present day in the three Scandinavian kingdoms. The whole 
of the Danish Press united in awarding him the highest praiseywhich he so well 
deserved. The following lines are founded upon the Obituary article in the 
leading Danish paper, the Berlingske Tidende. hee 

Moritz Melchior belonged to an esteemed family of merchants, who founded 
the firm of Moses and Son, G. Melchior, nearly one. hundred years ago. He 
has been the head of the house since his father’s death more than forty 
years back. _ His ability early showed itself, and with his brothers he enlarged 
the sphere of the firm’s activity and enterprise, which as a consequence 
very much enhanced the reputation it had long enjoyed amongst the commu- 
nity of Danish merchants. The house of Moses and Son G. Melchior pos- 
sesses large plantations at St. Croix,and a great deal of the traflic of the island goes 
through the firm, as they also for many years have maintained by their vessels a 
regular communication with the Danish West Indies. 


Moritz Melchior has been for thirty-five years a member of the Committee — 


of the Merchants’ Society, and after Etatsraad A. N. Hansen’s death in 1873, he 
was elected leader, which position he held with honour till his decease. The 
repose and modesty which always stamped his appearance, the sympathy and 
amiability, which were so marked in him, made him particularly qualified for this 
office at a period when the undeveloped commercial arrangements in Copenhagen 
called for great activity combined with caution. He was a friend of progress, but 
liked always to go quietly and cautiously forward, It fell to his lot, not alone to 
promote the introductory steps to the formation of a gommon representation for the 
entire Danish trading class ; but also, and not many days before his death, to sce 
the work accomplished, so that he could preside at the first trades-meeting. 

The deceased was a staunch patriot, and his public proceedings gave striking 
evidence of it in.many ways and on many oeeasions, and, as such, he also .with 
ereat interest participated Danish politics. 7

Etatsraad Melchior was an amiable, and sympathetic personage, and was 
always ready to assist any one who applied to him, not only by advice, bat «also 


by deeds. ‘The extended charity of the house of Melchior is very well known, 


Copenhagen. One never applied to hima ain vain, if it involved) either help or 
something and useful to Le done. Only two nionths he aecepted, not- 
Withstanding the little time he had at. his comunand, the election which unani- 
mously fell upon himas one of the Adininistrators of the Jewish Society for 
Nursing the Sick ; he was iminediately elected Director of the same body, and in 
the few weeks which clapsed from the time he accepted office, he found many 
opportunities to show with what interest he also undertook this charitable work. 

[n addition to his title Etatsraad ”’ (Councillor of State), the deceas do owas 
honoured by his king with the Order of the Cross of Knights (Ridder of Danne- 
broge), and with the honourable Orler of Dannebroge (Dannebrogsmendenes 
Heederstegn ) Was also decorated with the Swedish Cross as Commander of 
the Vasaorden.’ | | | 

The home of Lutatsraad Melchior hes been for many years the meeting place 
for many of the principal cultivators of Danish literature and art. A particularly 
friendly relationship existed between the deceased and the celebrated author, 
Hans Christian Andersen, who frequently made lone visits to the family at their 
country residence, * Rolighed ” (not far from Copenhagen), where he also. died, 
[t was at this house that Etatsraad Melehior died on the 19th ult., without hav- 
ing had any previous illness. There had been visitors in that always hospitable 
home, and after their departure he was in the company of his own family and 
nearest friends when he had a sudden attack of illness, which rapidly ended his 
well-spent life at the age of 68 years. 

The heads of the firm, Moses and Son G. Melchior, are now the deceased’s 
brother Moses G. Melehior, and his son, C. H. Melchior. , 

The deceased was buried on the 28rd ult. amidst extraordinary signs of 
sympathy from all classes of the community, which; bore witness to the creat 
honour and esteem in which he had been held. About half an hour before the 
time appointed for the funeral so many people had assembled in the 
Mortuary Hall of the Jewish cemetery that it was already nearly filled. The 
funeral cortege was so numerous that several hundred persons who could not find 
accommodation in the hall had to remain outside in the eemetery or in the 


adjoining street, The coffin had been placed in front of the pulpit on a flower- 


bestrewn cloth, surrounded by the banners of the Marine Society draped in crape, 
and covered with numerous wreaths. On the centre of the coffin was placed a vel- 
vet cushion, on which rested the decorations of the deceased. 


From the gentlemen connected with the Exchange had been sent a palin 


branch in silver, and from the members of the Trades’ Meeting a silver wreath - 
there were wreaths also from the Corporation of Brokers, from the Trade Society, 
and from several of the institutions with which Etatsraad Melchior had been con- 
nected. His Majesty the King was represented by his Private Secretary, Etats- 
raad Rosenstand. The members of the Committee of the Merchants Society of whom 
the deceased was the President,attended in full body, with the Vice-President, Consul 
de Coninck, at their head. The Town Council was represented by their Chairman 
Mr. Kaiser, and several members ; besides these, there were represented the 
Harbour Council by several of its members, the Shipping and Trades Court by 
its Chief Cancelliraad Fleischer, the Brokers’ Society by its head, Mr. Schmidt 
and his coadjutors, the Trade Society by its administration, the Private Bank by 
the head of the Bank Council, Etatsraad Broberg, the representation of the 
Jewish Congregation by its chief, Mr. E. H. Bing, the Society for Nursing the 
Sick of the Jewish Congregation, and several other institutions with which the 
deceased had been connected by members of the several institutions.

WESTERN SYNAGOGUE,—On Sunday last the Rev. 8, Singer preached. by ecial 
invitation, at the St. Alban’s Place Synagogue, Taking his text from Ley ‘coe 
39, he dwelt upon the sources of rejoicing proper to the festival of Tabernacles 
One of these should be found in the evidence of the Divine protection which J ih 
had enjoyed from the days when they dwelt in tents in the wilderness down i te 
present time, What was it that had made them the heirs of the mest inspititing 
memories that cling to any nation? Was it their physical strength? It would ia 
compare favourably with that of many another people. Their numbers? Israel 
was not chosen because of his numbers, and had never been conspicuous for saylti 
tude. Was it their genius? Talents, no doubt, the nation had of a special kind 
but at the risk of running counter to a fondly-cherished superstition, he diq not 
believe they possessed more than an average share of genius.

M. LOEB ON JEWS.* 


In the “ Dictionnaire Universel de Geographie,” of M. V.de St. Martin, now — 


being published by Hachette and Co., appears an article entitled “ Juifs,” 
which contains in a handy form, under seven headings, the principal information 
that could be desired by Jews about themselves. The headings are: 1. Sects. 


» Number of Jews in different countries. 3. Ethnography. 4. Social condition. — 


5, History. 6. Literature. 7. Bibliography. It will thus be seen that it runs 
through all the aspects (except the theological) from which Jews may be con- 
sidered, and the article forms a handbook that was much wanted. At present 
‘t can only be obtained as part of the 24th faseieule of the Dictionary, costing 
two shillings. We have authority for stating that it has been compiled by M. 
Isidore Loeb, the energetic Secretgry of the Alliance Israélite, and it is probably 
only from that source in France that one could expect such a mass of accurate 
information about the Jews, put in 80 concise and yet elegant a form, I t would 
amply repay translation, and certainly deserves expansion and publication in 
some more handy shape. 

Before, however, being placed in a more permanent form, it would doubt. 
less be freed from a number of errors and omissions, which could scarcely be 
avoided in the first draft of such a wide survey ; these we proceed t» indicate 
go far as they have occurred to us. In the first section, a reference might have 
been given to Ewald for his account of the Ten Tribes (iv., pp. 118-20), which 
supplements that of Basnage : and menyon should have becn made of the 
Maiminen of Salonichi of whom Professor Graetz published a curious account a 
couple of years ago. In the statistical section, M. Loeb’s position has enabled 
him to be very full and accurate, and we seem, from hits account, to be within 
sight of a reliable account of the Jews of the world. Uis estimate for France, 
however, turns out to be too low by over 16,000 (76,897 instead of 60,000) and 
points to a large influx of German and Alsacian Jews since the 44,399 of 1872. 
Belgiuin has 5,000, as pointed out in this journal (September 14th, 1883, No. 755). 
Gibraltar had exactly’1,535 in 1871. The chief error in M. Loel’s aecount of 
Jews in Europe is, however, that relating to Russia, where he accepts Rittich’s 
result of 2,552,145. The Russian bureau of statistics is the slowest in the world, 
and we have reason for believing that Rittich’s figures, though published in 
1877, really refer to as fur back as 1867, and should be raised by nearly a million 
for the present thie. In Asia, M. Loebis ignorant that the census of India has 
fixed the number of Jews in that country at 12,000, instead of the 19,000 at 
which he estimatesthem. The number given for Bokhara, (O00, as also too 
high, So. tow, it would been better to accept Rolilt’s results for 
Africa in preference to the rough estimates of travellers. Flad’s estimate for the 
Falashas, 200,000, is probably four times above the aetual number. In South 
Africa the official nnimbers are for the Cape 538 and 67 for the Orange ree State, 
instead of M. Loeb’s Lot. Similarly for the United States the statisties of the 
Board of Delegates represent rather-a maximum than a the resalts

The first and last of these are below reality. the rest above it, and we should feel 
inclined to raise the total to over seven millions, the chief errors in M. Loeb's 
estimate being the underratingof Russia and the overrating of the FPalashas. 

The chief interest of M: Locb’s treatment centres in the third seetion on 
ethnography, In which he boldly attacks the purity of the Jewish race, ‘ It is 
nowadays pretty well established,” he says, “that the diffusion of the Jews, con- 
trary to the opinion long held, is not only a fact of dispersion or physical propa- 
gation of the Jews of old, but also partly a fact of religious propagandism.” And 
as a pendant to this statement, he denies the cosmopolitanism of the Jews on 
Which Dr. Maurice Davis dilated in these columns, and asserts that “the biostatic 
Immunities of the Jews are due principally to economie and social causes, and by 
to any racial phenomena.” 

dt would take too long to enumerate all the causes that Tead us to traverse 

our author's views on this subject, which certainly deserve consideration and 
discussion. He scems to have been led away by M. Renan’s rather hasty gene- 
ralisations in this direction, and deserts his usual judicial tone in speaking of 
mixed marriages in the Middle Ages as “* trés nombreux,” and of the influx of 
Christian blood as “¢norme.” No evidence has anvwhere been adduced bearing 
out these adjectives. Renan’s argument that no pure Jew could ever have been 
named Toktamish ought not to have been endorsed by M, Loeb, who is well 
acquainted with the mediaval names of Jews ; Toktamish is not more strange 
than Bonfet or Kalonymos, The question will have to be decided. by anthropo- 
ogical measurements, and it is to be regretted that M. Loeb did not give a résumé 
of the considerable amount of information that has already been collected. in 
this direction, Even then, one has to take into account the fact. that there are 
two types atnong Semites, and the existence of the same emong Jews would 
prove nothing against the purity of their descent for the last two thousand years. 
At most we would only admit a fringe of alien blood, scarcely affecting the 


nain question, As regards other ethnographic data, M. Loeb has contented him-_ 


self With giving Lagneau's results, which could be widely supplement.d. The 
Opposition between town and country, on which he lays considerable stress, 
requires rather careful handling when applied to the Jews, who have not 
the fluctuating population which causes the differences in the general community. 
or the social condition of the Jews M. Loeb has mainly based himself on Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs’ results given in these columns last year. He rightly lays stress 
on the very general poverty of Jews. He has in adopting Mr. Jacobs’ results 
fallen into a curious error, referring them all to London instead of to Prussia in 
his last instance where Mr. Jacobs gave a reference to Legoyt. in speaking of 
anguage reference might have been made to the curious Djoe-tongo which the 
hegroes of West Africa learnt from Jewish traders. We have nothing but praise 
to add for the admirable sketches of Jewish history and literature written with 
the grace which seems peculiar to Frenchmen combined with a thoroughness 
Which one usually associates with Germans. We would point out, however, that 
Jews in England received full emancipation in 1859 not 1847. 

The bibliographical references at the end and indeed scattered through 
the article are fall and for the most part accurate. Those dealing 
With ethnography might have been trebled however (Andree’s useful

°verlooked) and those that are given too often show signs of being second-hand.

Similarly a misprint in Legoyt has induced him to date Glatter 1865 instead of 
1855. The references for history and literature do not show any such absence 
of direct knowledge of the sources, though mention might have been made of 
the Jahresbericht of the German Oriental Society, which gives the best summary 
of Jewish literature for each year, and that of the Historical Society, which does 
the same for Jewish history. | 

We have pointed out these errors and omissions not with any desire to 
detract from the value of M. Loeb’s admirable article, but for the practical pur- 


pose of iusing them to be amended in any future expansion of it which, we 


trust, will one day see the light. Quite apart from these few blemishes, it is the 
best summary of the most essential information about Jews that has yet 
appeared.

JOMBAY.—The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Bent Israel

stone College. After the children had given numerous proofs of their efficiency by 
various songs and recitations in Hebrew, English, ard Marathi (the vernacular), an 
interesting and eloquent address was delivered by the Cha:rman of the day, Having 
commented in favourable terms on the good work done by the Anglo-Jewish Associ- 
ation generally, and in Bombay in particular, Professor Wordswerth expressed his 
concurrence with the Head Master of the School in ihe hope that the institution 
would receive more assistance and encouragement from the heads of the synagogue 
than had hitherto been the case. The synagogue, he sain, had had so great a history 
and had done so much in the world that it would bea gity, ina city like Bombay, 
if it fell behind the great antecedents to which it could look back. When religion 
in the times of the Greeks and Romans had become a mass of superstitions which 


had ceased to influence men, the synagogue was the instrument of making religion - 
associated with the conception of beauty. That influence extended to other com- 


munities, and it was not too much to say that the Christian Church and the Maho- 
medan Mosque were daughters of the Jewish synagogue. He believed that the 
history of the Jewish race offered an abundant justification of the claim of the 
Jewish community to have special schools of their own, instead of sending their 
children to the numerous other educational institutions In Bombav. On the motion 
of the Hon. Solomon D, Sassoon, President of the Boribay Branch of the Associa-

HeinrIcu HEINE'S Memoins.—The following passage occurs in the preface to the 
‘‘ Memoires de Henri Heine,’ which have been published by Calmann Lévy in Paris : 
* Among the impressions of his early youth one of the most acute was the result of 
his Jewish origin, which on the school benches made him a butt for strong ridicule 
and even for blows. This malediction of his race darkened his youth witha shadow, 


- We in France, the land of equality, would scarcely be able to understand the igno- 


miny which other nations still attach to the sons of Israel, if anti-Semitic acts of 
violence, pillsged towns, and desecrated tombs had not proved to the civilised por- 
tion of Europe that the prejudices and hate of the Middle Ages still exercised their 
savage fury among neighbouring peoples. Although Heine was converted to Pro- 
testantism in 1825, in order that he might follow a liberal career in Germany, the 
humiliation of his birth weighed on his cntire life ; this sentiment inspired his 
earlier works, irritated his polemics, preserved his aversion for the old régime, exalted 
his worship of Napoleon, the emancipator of oppressed races, and made of him the 
defender of those cosmopolitan ideas of liberty and equality which the Revolution 
and the French arms had spread throughout the world.

[FIRST NOTICE]. 


The publication of a new volume of discourses by the Rev. Professor Marks 
sets the mind speculating whether the work will exhibit any advance in the path 
of religious reform beyond the point from which the West London Synagogue 
started more than forty years ago. We may say at once that no such advance is 
distinctly indicated by the present work. The congregation, which may be re- 
garded as speaking through its senior Minister, and the one most closely identified 
with its fortunes, has clearly been content with the onward stride which it made 
at its establishment, and has apparently sought to go no further. Its first  prin- 
ciples are its last. : 
it has not modified them in the direction of orthodoxy, it has not deserted them 
for ideas more closely harmonising with the destruetive tendency of modern 
thought. It is pleasant to find that, after the lapse of a period which is but a 
few years short of half a century, “reforined” Judaism in England has not 
changed its character, and that the predictions of those who saw in it thee rtain 
forerunner of religious disruption have been totally falsified. The West London 
Synagogue has happily steered clear of the dangers into which American Judaism 
has been Jed by its destructive spirits. It drew the line between the necessary 
and the superfluous elements of Judaism when it seceded from the orthodox 
body, and it has adhered to that line ever since. It is the first pride of the con- 
gregation that its original liturgy is still used without change, and that sugges- 
tions for its radical modification have recently been successfully combated by 
the younger members. A new edition of the Prayer Book is passing through 
th« press, but the alterations made in it are rather literary than radical. That 
the principles of the Synagogue haye also remained unaltered is proved by the 
volume before us. The views enunciated in the earliest of Professor Marks’s 
gs rmons are repeated without modification or addition, So far as the discourses 
now under review relate to questions at issue between Orthodoxy and Reform, 
they might well be supposed to have been delivered forty years ago. Tf any 
difference in this respect is te be detected between them and the contents of the 
first volume of Professor Marks’s sermons, it lies in the increased tuleranee and 
fairness which the former displays. The not unnatural harshness towards ortho- 
doxy and its exponents which tinctared the judgment of the reform = section,- 
when the movement they initiated was. stil] young, has been softened by Tinie’s 
gracious influence. The mists have clearcd away, and the Rubbinism which once 
appeared but a monstrous growth has become visible in its true proportions. — {t 
is a gratifying feature in these discourses that more than onee they pry a jist 
meed of homage not only to the pure intentions of the Talmudic doctors, but to 
the usefulness, Biy, the necessity, of the Vist eeremonttl system which they 
built up. Professor Marks, far from becoming an increasingly detertnined oppo- 
nent of Rabbinism as years have rolled on, is ready to acknowledge its good 
qualities and to recognise the Providential part which it has played in’ the con- 
servation of Judaism. . 

[tis for this general character, rather, perhaps, than for the direct tendency 
of its contents that we hail the pubhieation of this volume. It Hay possibly ada 
but little to our Knowledge of the immediate topics with which it deals, but it 
will serve an excellent purpose in showing how narrow is the eulf which divides 
the two great sections of the community. [tas a fresh and a signal proof of 
the truth of-the oft-repeated assertion that the bitterness which accompanied the 
establishment of the West London Synagogue has passed away. The seceder, as 
well as the orthodox, knows it no longer. When this cireumstanee is) remem, 
bered in conjunction with the fact that the Berkeley Street congreeation are no 
more advanced than the congregation which worshipped in Burton Street in the 
first days of the Reform movement, the hope that at no distant day the reform 
and the orthodox sections of the community may be united by far closer ties 
than now link them together, will not apyear too sanguine.

The earlicr pages of the volume before us contain a series of four lectures 
on the Essentials of Judaism. These lectures are somewhat discursive + but 
their main purpose is to show that Judaism is proved by its very nature to have 
been intended as a permanent system which re) later religion eould supersede. | 
 Mosaism,”’ says Professor Marks, ‘by reason of its ethical basis, can adapt 
itself to all times and to all circumstances.” The Christian contention that 
sacrifice was an essential element of Judaism, and that when that element was 
“replaced by the death of Jesus” Judaism became obsolete, Professor Marks 
demolishes by pointing out that sacrifice ceased during the Babylonian Captivity, 
and yet the religion of Sinai survived, The influence of the moral law of the 
Pentateuch was not confined to the Hebrew-race ; and if Christianity had never 
arisen Mosaism would have of itself accomplished its mission in diffusing a 
knowledge of the Divine Unity. ‘More than a century before the birth of the 
founder of Christianity the essential principles of Mosaism had been embraced 
and professcd by tens of thousands of heathen disciples,” 
its primitive and purer form “ was simply a moral system, and in strict conformity 
withthe old Masaie covenant.” | 

Professor Marks pays a just tribute to the earnestness aud importance of the 
Rabbins in the preservation of Judaism. The spiritual condition of the Jews 
after the building of the Second Temple was at a low ebb. Adaptations of the 
religion to satisfy the exigencies of the age were needed.
